NEVADA AND OREGON 


NARROW-GAUGE. 


Its Construction Decided Upon—Details of Its 


Proposed Line of Road—Thirty Miles NorA 
ward of Reno to be Built at Once. 


[Carson Times.] 


It is stated that the construction of 


the Nevada aud Oregon Railroad has 
been definitely decided upon, and that 
lit least thirty miles northward from 
Uenu w i l l bo inuli tnis Winter. 
A loco- 


motive and uonsti uctiou 
train have 


been ordered to aid in the preliminary 
work. The enterprise is a grand one if 
carried oat as pi ejected. 


It is proposed to build a three-feet 


gauge, iron 
rail 
trnck. as follows: 


Northward from Reno to Eugene City, 
Oregon, a distance of 240 miles, and 
eventually up into the Williamette Val- 
ley, thus securing the trade of Eastern 
Oregon.
